As a sort of preamble, it 
might be well to say that the 
least said about the Kitchen De- 
bate, the better. It is a piece of 
luck for Mr, Nixon that no tape 
was made of it. He handled him- 
self very well, indeed, in what 
was a somewhat rough, give-and- 
take discussion. But the subject 
matter, had it been recorded, 
would seem an immature and 
childish argument between two 
grown men, 


During the finger-shaking argu- 
ment, Mr. Khrushchev said he 
had read somewhere that Ameri- 
can women spent a third of their 
time in the kitchen. This, he said, 
was waste. It would be much bet- 
ter, he said, for them to be en- 
gaged in productive work and to 
leave the business of cooking to 
professional cooks. ‘““‘Women,”’ he 
said, “should contribute con- 
structively to the economy and 
eat their meals in restaurants.”’ 


Lamentable Lack 


American women, who later 
heard of this, were inclined to 
applaud Mr. K. This revealed a 
lamentable lack of understanding 
of the premier’s words. His idea 
of productive work does not en- 
vision an afternoon with cocktails 
and tables of bridge. In fact, this 
latest note by Mr. Khrushchev is 
a picture window through which 
we peer to learn something about 
the difference in the economic 
problem of this country and the 
U.S.S.R. 


We presently have more than 


.6 million persons unemployed. The 


Soviet Union needs women to add 
to its labor force. It is, in a sense, 
a new and expanding country with 
new lands to open up. At present, 
at least a fourth of its truck trans- 
port industry is manned by wom- 
en. Newsmen with Mr. Nixon 
saw what newsmen. have seen be- 
fore and since — that the Rus- 
sian women do much of the heavy 
work. They man a fourth of the 
trucks, loading and unloading ma- 
chinery, bricks, cement, steel — 
anything moved by truck. They 
put down pavements, unloading 
hot asphalt, spreading it, and 
handling the huge, heavy rollers. 
They put down stone and brick 
pavements. They toil in the steel 
and machinery factories. They 
provide much of the farm labor. 


And they do it with immense 
good nature. The crews we saw 
on trucks, the women working 
along the roads, and those in 
factories, waved and smiled and 
obviously had a pride in what 
they were doing. Without ques- 
tion, they were tired at the end 
of the day. Perhaps they would 
prefer not to be doing it. But 
whatever their private feelings, 
they are magnificent in their at- 
titude toward work. 


Women Doctors 


A little more than three-fourths 
of all the Soviet doctors are wom- 
en. So are, perhaps, eighty per 
cent of health and laboratory 
technicians. A good half of Rus- 
sia’s scientists are females. No- 
where in the world is so much 
use made of the talents and abil- 
ities of women — from being able 
to unload steel from a truck to 
being able to do a brain operation. 


Now should we, for our own 
understanding, fail to see that Mr.

There are two reasons why President Ken- 
nedy, like his immediate predecessor, has been | 
obliged to assure continuous government in the Sa #m

is that the Constitution, in providing for continuity, supplied no 
procedure for the vice president to assume the “powers and duties’; 
of the President when his superior was unable to perform them. The 
second reason is that, despite at least two critical instances of 
presidential inability—Garfield’s and Wilson’s—Congress has never 
exercised its power to fill this dangerous gap in the Constitution. 


The perils inherent in this care- 
less attitude do not appear, how- 
ever, to have been entirely safe- 
guarded against by either the 
Eisenhower-Nixon or the Kennedy- 
Johnson contract. What still is 
urgently required is a constitu- 
tional amendment empowering 
Congress to prescribe statutory 
procedures for the transfer of 
‘‘powers and duties’ from an in- 
capacitated president who could 
but would not certify his incapac- 
ity, and for maintaining leader- 
ship in another highly conceivable 
situation. This would arise if and 
when an incapacitated president, 
who had duly certified his condi- 
tion and whose power and duties 
the vice president had taken over, 
sought to reassume them while 
still in a state of inability. 

The Eisenhower-Nixon and the 
Kennedy-Johnson personal con- 
tracts provide, as satisfactorily as 
such arrangements can, for the 
transfer of functions in the event 
the president is unable, through 
capture, loss of physical faculties, 
etc., to communicate to the vice 
president his incapacity to admin- 
ister the office. But neither con- 


tract could, nor apparently did, 
put beyond constitutional question 
the refusal of a disabled presi- 
dent to concede his incapacity, 
or the refusal of an acting presi- 
dent to return the official func- 
tions to a disabled president who 
announced his ability to resume 
these “powers and duties.” 

The Kennedy-Johnson arrange- 
ment provides in more detail 
than the preceding one for the 
counsel which should be prior to 
an assumption by the vice presi- 
dent of the status of acting presi- 
dent. 

‘‘Appropriate consultation” in 
this event is defined as with a 
cabinet majority and the attorney 
general. The view of the first 
that the president would, if he 
could so announce, want the vice 
president to take over, would 
amount to a sanction from his 
administration. The view of the 
attorney general that the take- 
over was within the contemplation 
of the Constitution would add an 
essential legal sanction in the 
absence of the congressional ac- 
tion.

Trueker Admits Joining 
Rothsehild in Slaying 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo. 
driver and part-time preacher has signed a statement 
admitting he was one of the slayers six years ago of a 
_ Holland, Mo., gambler, authorities say. 


He is Marvin Allen, 34, of Fort 
Worth, Tex. 


The killing was that of Hubert 
Utley, onetime proprietor of a 
liquor store and casino at Hol- 
land. 


Assistant prosecuting attorney 
J. A. Vickey of Pemiscot County 
said Thursday night Allen signed 
the statement admitting his part 
in the killing. Allen was arrested 
at Fort Worth. 


He at first denied being in- 
volved but broke down when 
officers got down on their knees 
and prayed with him, Vickery 
said. 


The prosecutor quoted Allen 
as saying, ‘I figure my past has 
caught up with me.” 


The first break in the long-un- 
solved killing came July 28 when 
former Cairo, Ill, policeman 
Charles P. ¢Rocky) Rothschild 
signed a statement that he took 
part in the killing. He also named 
Allen and the driver of a getaway 
car, who is being sought. 

Rothschild, 36, is serving a five- 
year term in South Carolina for 
conspiracy to burgle and is under

a life sentence in North Carolina 
for the 1955 robbery of a rural 
storekeeper, who died of a heart 
attack during the crime. He also 
faces a life sentence in Georgia 
in the death of a Jefferson mer- 
chant during a 1956 burglary 
attempt. 


The ex-policeman told authori- 
ties rival gamblers hired him to 
harass Utley by burning out Ut- 
ley’s liquor store and casino as 
many times as needed to drive 
him out of business. 


But, Rothschild was quoted as 
saying, the men who hired him 
really wanted Utley killed. 


Utley was shot down by two 
men he surprised in his liquor 
store. 


Members of his family sought 
the killers even after the official 
investigation died out. 


The family paid Rothschild $2,- 
500 as his. part of a $5,000 reward 
for information. leading to arrest 
and conviction of the killers.

Campbell sent a brisk letter to 
Walter Cates, executive vice pres- 
ident of' the State Chamber of 
Commerce, saying that he’s been 
working four or five years to stop 
the sale of bad pecans. 


Cates came back with a con- 
ciliatory statement later Friday 
saying he didn’t want to have a 
pecan battle with Campbell, but 
felt justified in calling the matter 
to Campbell’s attention. 

Cates had written Campbell ear- 
lier this week saying that the 
Chamber has been getting more 
and more complaints, both from 
homefolks and tourists, about bad 
pecans being sold in Georgia, 
“mostly from roadside trucks.”’ 


Campbell’s reply to Cates Fri- 
day said the Department of Agri- 
culture’s crack down during the 
last few years has resulted in a 
sharp drop in complaints re- 
ferred te him. 

“If you have had the complaints 
indicated in your letter,’’ asked 
Campbell, ‘‘why have you not 
forwarded them to me? 


“Has your work load been so 


heavy that you have not had the 
light that you are looking about 
for a means of occupying your 
time?”’ 

Cates’ statement Friday after- 
noon said he has ‘no desire to 
battle with Commissioner Camp- 
bell over the enforcement of regu- 
lations on the sale of sub-stan- 
dard pecans.”’

One of the nation’s leading 
marriage counselors has ap- 
pealed to American parents 
to reverse the ‘‘dangerous and 
unhealthy” trend toward dat- 
ing in the early teens, by out- 
lawing dating of young people 
under 15. 


Dr. David R. Mace, execu- 
tive director of the American 
Association of Marriage Coun- 
selors, writes in the current 
issue of a popular women’s 
Magazine that the develop- 
ment of a libertine generation 
may well be the result unless 
too early dating is banned by 
social custom. 


Many American youth “‘call 
the behavior of Soviet youth 
puritanical,”” said Dr. Mace. 
“But along with it goes a dis- 
ciplined intensity of purpose, 
a vigorous application to hard 
study and hard work, that is 
disturbing in its implications

It’s the side effects of dat- 
ing, as distinguished from the ob- 
jects it is supposed to achieve, 
that are damaging to elemen- 
tary, junior high and even high 
school age groups, Mace ex- 
plained. 


—Dating imposes a_ social 
tyranny. If you don’t have 
a date for the dance, you can’t 
go. You are a failure if you 
don’t have a partner. As a re- 
sult, many insecure boys and 
girls are pushed into going, 
steady merely to insure an 
entree to social functions. 


—Dating fosters a_ subtle 
form of mutual exploitation. 
The boy tries to exploit the 
girl sexually by going as far 
as he can without completely 
alienating her and the girl 
exploits the boy financially, 
expecting him to give her the 
best of everything. 


TASTE FOR CHANGE 


—Dating nourishes a _ taste 
for variety and change that 
is often habit-forming. Running 
into difficulty in his relation- 
ship with one girl, the teen-age 
boy just drops her and finds 
another.. Carried over _ into 
marriage, this is one reason 
for the divorce habit. 


—Dating among youth too 
young to be earning their own 
money can give boys and girls 
a distorted attitude toward 
money,. which is supplied by 
their parents. — 


And Dr. Mace predicts that

Judo Can Be Valuable Sp 
‘If You Learn the Way to Fall

Wham went the boy down on the mat. J. C. 
Lindsey, judo instructor at the downtown YMCA, 
explained that this did not hurt the boy one bit. 


“You see,” he said, “he has 
learned how to fall so that it 
does not hurt. Judo is a won- 
derful sport. Jiu Jitsu is the 
art of self-defense. Both can be 
extremely valuable to a boy. 


“As a sport, you can con- 
tinue judo until you are quite 
old, With Jiu Jitsu you can pro- 
tect yourself in most situa- 
tions.” 


Mr. Lindsey, a Smyrna con- 
tractor, teaches what he de- 
scribes as a highly concentrat- 
ed class for beginners in judo 
at the Y on Luckie Street. The 
group meets one hour a week 
for eight weeks. When a boy 
successfully completes the 
course, he is eligible for mem- 
bership in the Judo Club, which 
practices four hours every 
week at the Y. 


The class Mr. Lindsey teaches 
is for boys 16 years old and up. 
However, there is also a class 
for boys, age 10-15. 


Mr. Lindsey said, “A boy 
must learn the proper way to 
fall before he can do anything 
else in judo. Then he’ must 
learn the hand arts.”” And there 
are no less than 20 of these. 
THROWING 

‘‘Boys don’t begin learning 
throws until the fourth lesson. 
In judo you use your oppon- 
ent’s strength and momentum. 
You actually use skill with 
surprise. You always throw 
your opponent the way he is 
going. And in this beginning 
course, boys learn a throw for 
every direction.” 


Ben White, a 14-year-old who 
is now in the beginner class, 
said that he decided to take 
the course because he thought 
that judo would be a good pre- 
ventative. 


“It is an ability that will 
help you take care of your- 
self,”’ he said. 


Richard Reuschling, who is a 
warrant officer in the Marine 
Corps and a member of the 
Judo Club, says that judo helps 
him in his work. He feels that 
judo is an art that will be

Ten days on horseback and two more on a rub- 


ber raft. 


How’s that for a different vacation? 


Mrs. Ada Toombs and her 
daughter, Mrs. Joanna Black, 
are the victims. They left Fri- 
day for a wilderness horseback 
ride through Idaho's ‘‘primi- 
tive area.” 


The adventurous Atlantans 
will ride pack horses deep into 
the Bitterroot Mountains, along- 
side the Salmon River and on 
the shores of Goat Lake. 


They'll rub shoulders with 
bighorn sheep, mountain goats, 
deer and elk for almost two 
weeks, along with 14 other 
tough, outdoor types. 


Then they'll switch from 
saddie to flat boats—actually 
rubber rafts — to ride the 
rapids of the River of No Re- 
turn, a rugged tributary of the 
Salmon River. 


“I don't know why we're 
doing it,"’ admits Mrs. Toombs, 
an Atlanta civic leader. 


Truthfully, she believes in 
off-beat vacation trips. ‘‘I hate 
to go some place and sit in 
the hotel,’’ she says. 


HOLIDAY INSPIRATION 


She and her pretty, blonde 
daughter won’t even be sleep- 
ing in a hotel on this jaunt. 
They will camp out the entire 
trip, using only the vittles and 
shelter they tote on horseback. 


Inspiration for this horse- 
back holiday started a few 
summers .ago when Mrs. 
Toombs studied at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado in the Rocky 
Mountains. Last summer she 
followed up with a tour of the 
Grand Canyon. She rode mule- 
back to the bottom of the can- 
yon. 


“I’m the only tourist alive who 
hasn‘t seen the canyon,”’ she 
reports. “I just shut my eyes 
and faced the wall.” 


A train porter sold her a 
membership to the Wilderness 
Society, she recalls.

“And I’ve been. getting their 
magazine and reading their 
propaganda ever since,” she 
said. 

She sold her daughter, a 
teacher at Christ the King 
School, on the idea.

Toombs adds, ‘“‘for those cold 
mountain nights.”’

They are missing one neces- 
sary item, a saddle slicker or 
raincoat to wear as they gal- 
lop into the wilds. 


“Oh, a little storm won't 
stop us,’ she says. 


But she hopes they'll stop long 
enough to fish and put the 
broken bones back in place. 


They won't have much angling 
time on the river ride, a 30-mile 
stretch of fast-moving moun- 
tain water, full of rapids. 


The pretty pioneers have 
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worked out distress signal sys- 
tem with their Atlanta mates, 
architect Henry Toombs and 
businessman Michael Black— 
smoke signals. 


But Mrs. Toombs isn't sure 
her busy husband will see the 
signals.
